Plump, Better 
Turkeys Aim 
Of Inspectors 


WINNIPEG.—The main course of 
your Christmas dinner is about to 
get a careful scrutiny out in these 
parts. 

Several thousand turkeys scatter- 
ed. around the prairie provinces— 
their life expectancy only a couple 
of months—are to undergo govern- 
ment inspection. The object: To pro- 
vide plump birds with straight drum- 
sticks and well-shaped wishbones for 
Canadian tables come Dec. 25. 


Manitoba, along with Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta, this month will 
commence its annual inspection of 
turkey flocks—a voluntary procedure 
designed to improve the province's 
methods of breeding, feeding, disease 
control and management, 

Birds to be government-approved 
—and what bird would want to be 
otherwise—must be purebred stock. 
The flock must be free from evideace 
of disease or parasites and must 
‘show “‘a strong constitutional vigor.”

It all began 160 years ago this 
month when the Queen came to Bal- 
moral for the first time. In her diary 
she wrote: “All seemed to breathe 
freedom and peace, and make one 
forget the world and its turmoils.” 

The Queen and the Prince Consort 
came by yacht to Aberdeen and they 
then drove by coach up the shining 
Dee Valley with the hills coming 
close about them. Green meadows 
beside the hurrying river, the purple 
heather, soaring pines, ferns and the 
granite of dark Lochnagar, the dom- 
inating mountain, charmed the Royal 
visitors used to the soft English 
countryside. 

Favorite Home 

The Queen came to visit, Albert to 
shoot grouse and deer for a season; 
but they and their children and their 
children’s children made the High- 
land glen a favorite home and Bal- 
moral Castle their summer residence. 

The English and foreign guests 


Memory lingers, too, of John 
Brown, the Deeside youth who be- 
came the Queen’s faithful personal 
attendant. Whatever the Queen 
thought of him, Deeside legend says 
that Brown thought himself more 
important than the prime minister. 
Her diary indicates the rough, tough 
Highlander was the buffer between 
herself and inconvenience. 

Royal Family Still Comes 

King George VI, like his father 
and grandfather, comes each year 
with his family to Balmoral to live 
in the old Queen’s Castle, now clear- 
ed of some of the mass of tartan she 
installed there.

First of the 1949 catalogues has} 
been received, and it is an innova- 
tion. Issued by the famous English 
stamp house of Stanley Gibbons, 
London, the new catalogue contains 


only issues of the reign of King 
George VI and associated rulers in 
parts of the world now independent, 
but which used to be in the British 
Empire. This is to be known as Part 
I of the Stanley Gibbons British Em- 
pire catalogue. The second section, 
containing stamps from 1840 to 
roughly 1937, is to be issued later 
this year or early next year. 

The new catalogue was issued to 


save the limited supply of paper in| 


England. Many collectors, special- 
izing only in the stamps of the reign 
of King George VI, are not interest- 
ed in earlier issues, and a complete 
British Empire catalogue would be 
useless, a waste Of precious paper. 


The new catalogue follows the old} 


fairly closely, with a few exceptions, 
such as data on sideways water- 


marks, shades, wartime papers, bi- 
lingual pairs and some changes in 
perforation listings. While there has 
been some re-arrangement of the 
stamps in the catalogue in some 
countries, catalogue numbers have 


remained the same. 

The editors of the catalogue take 
exception with the new British post- 
office policy of issuing frequent spe- 
cial sets, and feel that British Em- 
pire stamp collecting will take a drop 
if this policy is expanded. They are 
especially bitter about the ‘‘commer- 
cial” aspects of the silver wedding 
anniversary stamps of high value, 
pointing out that “the main object 
was to secure foreign currency by 
sales of stamps to collectors abroad.” 
They rap the government for its pol- 
icles on sales and importation of 
stamps from non-sterling currency 
areas, which includes Canada and 
Newfoundland, and point out that by 
issuing £1 stamps “they have created 
the ideal medium for the illegal 
transfer of British currency abroad, 
as no controls which were ever creat- 
ed can stop the circulation of such 
small pieces of paper,” 2796

Mental Profile 
OF Abilities 


WASHINGTON. —A new way to 
tell whether a boy is suited to be- 
come a draftsman, cashier, writer aor 
an engineer, was reported here. 

The new technique is known as the 
mental profile, Dr. Louis L. Thur- 
atone, professor of psychology at the 
University of Chicago, told the 100th 
meeting of the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science. 

He said the I.Q. test for an intelli- 
gence yardstick is “inadequate for 


the description of a person’s mental 
abilities.” 

“Instead,” he said, “‘we need a pro- 
file of his abilities. ‘The mental pro- 
file is a diagram showing an individ- 
ual’s ratings in each of the primary 
mental abilities.” 

One such primary ability discover- 
ed, he disclosed, is the ability to vis- 
ualize objects in space. It is called 
the space factor and is denoted by 
the letter “S”. Still another factor 
represents facility in doifig simple 
arithmetical tasks. That factor is 
known by the letter “N”. 

“The number factor,” Dr. Thur- 
stone said, “is not heavily involved 
in arithmetical reasoning or in math- 
ematics. In fact, it would not be 
surprising to find good mathema- 
ticians who are relatively poor in 
this factor. On the other hand, a 
cashier would soon quit his job if he 
were poor in the number factor.”

TOWN THAT INHERITED $20,000,000 
HASN'T FIGURED HOW 


MAIN STREET, PERRYOPOLIS — The multi-milll: naire

This little town is still buzzing 
about its approximate $20,000,000 in- 
heritance from a former resident, 
Mrs. Mary Frazier, who was Mary 
Fuller when she lived there some 60 
years ago. 

The bequest was made in a will 
probated in Philadelphia following 
Mrs. Frazier’s death in a New York 
hospital Aug. 6. 

All but $210,000 of the 83-year-old 
woman’s vast estate went to this 
Pennsylvania community where she 
was born, Bequests totalling $110,- 
000 went to 18 individuals and or- 
ganizations, 

They included a $100,000 trust fund 
to pay two watchmen to guard the 
family mausoleum day and night at 
the Perryopolis cemetery where Mrs. 
Frazier’s body is entombed. The 
watchmen are living in a trailer near 
the mausoleum, 

Only one person in Perryopolis 
knew that Mrs. Frazier, who had no 
living heirs, was going to leave her 
money to the town to be used for 
civic improvements. 


In October, 1947, Howard Adams, 
vice-president of the local bank, re- 
ceived a letterwrom the aged wom- 
an’s attorneys revealing her inten- 
tions and instructing strict silence 
on Adams’ part. 

“J didn’t even tell my wife,” said 
the 75-year-old banker who has serv- 
ed as consultant to the estate since 
1902. 

In her will, Mrs. Frazier said she 
wanted to leave her money to “‘the 
place where I was born and lived, 
where my father and mother lived, 
and where my grandfather and 
grandmother lived.” 

Reaction is mixed on the part of 
the 1,300 residents of Perryopolis. 
They're interested, of course. The 
money May mean a new library, sew- 
er system and community hall for 
the town, On the other hand, Perry- 
ites object to the idea that they 
were struggling along in poverty be- 
fore the unexpected windfall, 

They hoot at published descriptions 
of Perryopolis as a “little mining 
hamlet”. Actually, the town is a 
clean, attractive community, boast- 
ing up-to-date stores, paved streets 
and almost 100 per cent, home own- 
ership. 

The money is going to make a dif- 
ference but, as Adams puts it: “We 
aren’t ready to pave the streets with 
gold.”

The favorite greeting is, “Hi, mil- 
lionaire”’, and suggestions for spend- 
ing the money are at least 1,300 
strong. 

For one thing, hardly anybody re- 
members Mrs. Frazier. Adams, him- 
self, had met her only twice, Reports 
differ on just how many times she 
had been back to Perryopolis in. the 
60 odd years since she moved to 
Philadelphia when she was barely 20. 

Adams believes Mrs, Frazier visit- 
ed her birthplace only once since 
1900 and that occasion was the fun- 
eral of Alfred Fuller, the uncle who 
left her the bulk of the money. 

One of Mrs. Frazier’s girlhood 
friends, Mrs. E. P. Stickel, said, 
“Mary used to visit once in a while 
but she didn’t always look up people 
here,” 

Mrs. Stickel recalls that Mary was 
a vivacious, high-spirited girl who 
left Perryopolis for Philadelphia be- 
cause the “town was too small’. 

When Alfred Fuller died in 1918, 
Mary-.and her cousin, Alice, were 
willed five million dollars each. Mary, 
meantime, had married Dr. Louis 
Posey, a Philadelphia physician, At 
his death, she re-married but later 
divorced her second husband, John- 
son Miller Frazier, Philadelphia hotel 
executive. 

The family fortune was established 
by farming and enlarged by specula- 
tion in’ stocks. 

Mrs, Stickel recalls that Mary and 
Alice were direct opposites,’ Mary 
loved the good things of life, liked to 
travel and didn’t migd spending 
money, although she had the reputa- 
tion for being an extremely shrewd 
businesswoman, Alice was thrifty to 
the point of being penurious, 

“Alice didn’t care a thing about 
clothes,” Mys. Stickel said, “and she 
did without electricity in her home 
rather than spend the money to have 
it installed.” 

Banker Adams added that, ‘When 
Alice died, her money went to Mary. 
Almost all of the fortune was intact 
because of her thrift and Mary dou- 
bled the fortune later by wise in- 
vestments,” 

Mary apparently retained her pref- 
erence for city life over the duller 
doings of Perryopolis. She became 
a permanent resident of Philadelphia, 
although a few of the last years of 
her life were spent in Connecticut, 

Despite her fortune, Mrs. Frazier 
was virtually unknown in Philadel- 
phia where she lived in obscurity. 

Her will recalls that of Mrs, Mabel 
W. Jones who left $2,565,788 to the 
town of Lithopolis, O., a community 
of 300 persons. The Jones will was 
probated in August, two years after 
the death of Mrs, Jones who was the 
daughter of Adam Willis Wagnalls, 
Lithopolisborn co-founder of the 
Funk and Wagnalls Publishing Com- 
pany, 

The Perryopolis townspeople are 
inclined to view their inheritance as

Canadians Lack 
Vitamin “C” In 
Winter Months 


TORONTO, — A survey made by 
dietary experts of the Toronto Gen- 
eral Hospital and the Hospital for 
Sick Children has revealed a great 
percentage of Canadian adults and 
children get too littlé vitamin C dur- 
ing the winter months. 

A study of Toronto families show- 
ed only five per cent. of the children 
and 33 per cent, of the adults sur- 
veyed were getting the minimum 
daily réquirements of the vitamin. 

Previous surveys in five Canadian 
cities showed the vitamin shortage 
was most common in families with 
low incomes, They showed that 70 
per cent. of the families with diets 
short of vitamin C had incomes of 
between $1,500 and $2,500 a year. 

Only four reasonably priced Cana- 
dian foods contain even moderate 
amounts of vitamin C: Cabbage, 
turnips, tomatoes and potatoes that 
haven't been stored too long. 

The survey, reported in the cur- 
rent issue of the Canadian Medical 
Association Journal, was made by 
Dr. Elizabeth Robertson and Marg- 
aret BE. Galloway. 


Increase In 
Duck Population 


SWIFT CURRENT.— An increase 
in the duck population in western 
Canada was evident since the 1948 
breeding season, R. W. Cartwright, 
chief naturalist of Ducks Unlimited, 
said in a statement recently. 

“There was a satisfactory improve- 
ment over last year in northern Al- 
berta, a slight, but appreciable im- 
provement in northern Saskatche- 
wan, difficult conditions to assess in 
northern Manitoba but inclined in the 
plus side,” he said. 

“High water levels prevailed over 
nearly all the observed northern 
range. This had apparently caused 
considerable shifting of post-breeding 
concentrations,” Cartwright said. 

A total of 25,667 females, with 
160,915 young was tallied this year 
which is an average of 6.25 per 
brood. The long-term average is six. 

G. Campbell of Ducks Unlimited, 
Says, “there are lots of ducks on the 
prairie this year.” Reports received 
during the past month were favor- 
able, he said. Frank Clark, another 
worker, who has covered most of the 
agricultural area of the province 
states that he has seen more water 
and ducks than in any year since 
1927-28. 

Angus Gavin, who is stationed at 
Swift Current, says “there are far 
more ducks than last year,” Botul- 
ism at Barber lake took quite a 
heavy toll, the estimated loss being 
1,500 birds., 

“A few permits have been issued 
by the provincial government to 
farmers to protect their crops from 
ducks. Directly north and west of 
Swift Current the prospects are re- 
ported very satisfactory. All larger 
bodies of water are beginning to 
show heavy concentrations of birds 
and reports indicate- much heavier 
population than has been experienced 
for many years,” Mr. Gavin said.

Rural School 
Drinking Water 


Recent investigations by school 
and health authorities reveal that 
drinking water conditions in many 
rural Canadian schools are far from 
satisfactory, says the Canadian In- 
stitute of Plumbing and Heating. 

A survey of Canada reveals that 
90 per cent. of all rural elementary 
schools of one classroom receive 
water from wells or springs. With 
so many schools being supplied from 


such sources which may become 
easily contaminated, it is alarming 
to note that 44 per cent. of the ele- 
mentary, one-classroom schools have 
their water supply seldom or never 


tested. 


Dr. A. J. Phillips, director of re- 


search, National Committee of School 
Research has stressed the absolute 
necessity, in schools, of drinking 
water which is known to be fit for 
human use, 

To assure maximum protection for 
the Health of school children, the 


“following procedure is recommended 


as a minimum standard: 

1. A water supply from an approv- 
ed source as indicated by regular ex- 
amination by the Department of 
Health—such drinking water to be 
delivered under pressure to a bubbler 
in the classroom or, if this is not 
possible, to be kept in a closed con- 
tainer having a spout, with individ- 
ual drinking cups provided. 

2. Convenient hand-washing facili- 
ties, preferably in the classrooms, 
with soap and paper towels.

“Probably no one loves anyone 100 
per cent. of the time. Some anger 
and hostility is natural and inevita- 
ble.

“At least one 
member of the family, and perferahiv 
all, should be good at relieving others 
of their troubles, good at draining 
off their feelings of hostility, fear, 
and anger.” 

In many homes, he added, the en- 
joyment of today is spoiled by some- 
one’s nagging about past mistakes, 
or about possible future troubles, 

“Families should use the present 
to enrich each member’s joy and sat- 
}isfactions as much as they can, Fol- 
lowing the old adage of not postpon- 
ing ‘till tomorrow what can be done 
today can produce a nation of neur- 
otics.. Instead, people should do to- 
day what is important today, and 
forget the rest. That doesn’t mean 
laziness or lack of foresight.” 
| “Mental health suffers from wrong 
ideas about too much authority, or 
too little discipline. The mental 
health of children suffers when they 
are punished or denied too much. 
But it also suffers when they are 
made to make their own decisions 
too early, before they have had time 
to work out any set of values. 

“The real goal is to teach children 
to discipline themselves, The way to 
do this is first to give them a con- 
genial, happy home.

Hints On How To Remove 
— Spots From Clothes — 


Some of us occasionally leave the 
dining table with a slight reminder 
of the menu splattered over our sar- 
torial facade. Others have the un- 
happy facility of squatting on large 
wads of sticky chewing gum. Most 
of these unfortunates can testify to 
the fact that there are any number 
of well-intentioned characters on the 
loose, each with a sure fire panacea 
for removing spots from clothing. 

Some of these prescribed methods 
are completely ineffective, others are 
moderately successful, and there are 
some that will remove the fabric 
along with the spot. 

Staining is but one method of ruin- 
ing good clothes, Another and équal- 
ly efficient system is to neglect them. 


not only an effective chemical but 
also one that will not damage the 
fabric. The prompter the treatment 
the easier the task. When in doubt 
about the best method, take the gar- 
ment to a professional dry cleaner. 
Every wool garment should be. clean- 
ed and spotted (that is, checked to 
see if all spots are removed) by an 
expert before storing at the end of 
a season. When moths attack, they 
attack soiled spots first. 


THIS CURIOUS WORLD 


It is surprising to discover how few|’ 


men know the correct way to care 
for their clothes. And not knowing, 
they are often heard complaining 
about the rapidity with which their 
suits become shabby and lose their 
shape. 


As the result of considerable re- 
search on the subject, Men’s Wear 
magazine has come up with some 
rather pertinent facts on the clean- 
ing and care of clothes. We pass 
them along for what use you can 
make of them, but remember not to 
smoke near the benzine can, 

Grease or Oil. Wet soiled part of 
fabric; place blotting paper under 
stained portion; run with sponge or 
cloth dipped in benzine or turpen- 
tine. When stain is removed, cover 
with blotter and press with hot iron.

OTTAWA.—An optimistic forecast 
that by this time next year Canada 
will have taken in a total of 100,000 
European refugees as immigrants 
was made here by Dr. H. L. Keen- 
leyside, Deputy Minister of Mines 
and Resources, who has jurisdiction 
over the immigration branch. 

Commenting on a report from Gen- 
eva that it would take “‘the next few 
years” to reach this figure, the Dep- 
uty Minister said that it would not 
take that long and that he thought 
the 100,000 mark would be reached 
“by this time next year”, 

Dr. Keenleyside pointed out that 
Canada’s expanding immigration pol- 
icy was producing highly satisfactory 
results as the shipping situation 
steadily improved, and that already, 
during the first eight months of this 
year up to the end of August, over 
80,000 new settlers had arrived, in- 
cluding refugees. 

This is well ahead of any other 
year since 1930, when 105,000 immi- 
grants came into the country, and it 
is expected that this figure will be 
well passed by the end of December,

The hardboard process, which 
makes waste chips into 4 high-qual- 
ity building material, is something 
new in Canada. It was first develop- 
ed by an Oregon lumber company, 
and adopted by Canadian Forest 
Products to make use of the large 
volume of waste material resulting 
from its main operations.

Forecast 1948 
Wheat Crop At 
391,000,000 Bu. 


OTTAWA.—A 1948 wheat crop of 
391,000,000 bushels—more than 50,- 
000,000 bushels over the harvest of 
1947—has been forecast by the Bu- 
reau of Statistics, 

The forecast was made in the bu- 
reau’s second estimate of Canada’s 
field crops, The first estimate, made 
Aug. 17, placed the wheat crop at 
372,000,000 and the bureau attribut- 
ed the larger prospects to exception- 
ally good maturing and harvest 
weather during August. 

The wheat estimate includes 362,- 
661,000 bushels of spring wheat, pro- 
duced ‘mainly on the three prairie 
provinces, and 28,331,000 bushels of 
winter wheat which comes mostly 
from Ontario. 


The enhanced crop prospects, 
which mean more money in the 
pockets of Canadian farmers, includ- 
ed estimates that the oats crop would 
total 361,728,000 bushels compared 
with 282,714,000 last year, barley 
157,123,000 bushels against’ 141,451,- 
000, rye 26,608,000 against 13,217,000 
and flaxseed 17,748,000 against 12,- 
240,800. 

The estimate rye crop included 
20,651,000 bushels of fall rye and 5,- 
957,000 from spring production. 

Production of the five leading 
grains on the prairies follows, with 
1947 totals in brackets: 

Three provinces—wheat 358,000,- 
000 (319,000,000); oats 225,000,000 
(194,000,000) ; barley 144,000,000 
(131,000,000); rye 23,600,000 (11,- 
630,000); flaxseed 17,000,000 (11,550,- 
000). 

Average yields per acre, in bushels, 
are estimated as follows with the 
1947 figures in brackets: 

Wheat 16.2 (14.0); oats 32.8 (25.2); 
barley 24.2 (18.9); rye 12.7 (11.4); 
dry peas 19.9 (14.0); dry beans 18.7 
(15.0); soy beans 21.0 (18.2); buck- 
wheat 23.1 (17.9); mixed grains 40.6 
(30.4); flaxseed 9.2 (7.8); shelled 
corn 51.0 (37.9).

Notes For Mothers Packing 


Lunches For School Children 


ANY school children find it im- 
possible to get home in the daily 
luncheon period and, therefore, must 
take their lunch to school. And, for 
uncounted years school lunches have 
been a problem to many mothers, 
Once a year, Health News Maga- 
zine offers mothers advice about 
school lynches and we with them 
present the ideas of the Nutrition Di- 
vision of the Saskatchewan Depart- 
ment of Public Heath on the subject. 
The Saskatchewan department 
deals with the subject in an attrac- 
tive four-page pamphlet—“Notes for 
Lunch-Packing Mothers”. Here they 
are 


The Lunch Pail 

What kind ?—Metal is the best be- 
cause it must be washed and scalded 
regularly. There should be air holes 
for ventilation, And, don’t forget a 
handle! It makes it much easier to 
carry. 


How To Pack 

Line with wax paper or serviette. 
Wrap ‘each food separately, Put 
heavier foods on the bottom—foods 
easily crushed on the top. 
A Good Lunch 

What’s that? One that contains 
enough food and the right kind. Milk 
—for bones and teeth. A vegetable 
or a fruit—both if possible. Bread— 
whole grain or Canada Approved. 
Protein—such as meat, fish, cheese, 
eggs or peanut butter. Hot food— 
cocoa, soups, scalloped dishes. 


The Jar Method 

Each child carries a jar of food 
from home in his lunch kit. These 
jars can be reheated at school in a 
large kettle of hot water—a canner 
Seryes the purpose very well. It is 
necessary to have a rack in the bot- 
tom to keep the jars off the direct 
heat. This may be made of wire, or 
it may be just a piece of board about 
three-quarters of an inch thick. Holes 
bored in it will allow the water, as 
it heats, to come up around the jars. 
If put on the stove to heat at recess 
the food will be piping hot by noon. 
Then each child eats his food from 
his jar and takes it home to be wash- 
ed, and refilled for tomorrow.
